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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  relative  to  the  schools  for 
the  past  year. 

I  take  pleasure  in  sincerely  commending  the  work  of 
the  several  teachers  during  the  year.  Dissatisfaction  and 
friction  have  been  noticeably  absent  from  schools  the  year 
past,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  general  decision  of  parents 
and  pupils,  honestly  given,  would  be  an  uncommonly  good 
year  of  school. 

The  examination  of  the  term  registers  of  the  various 
teachers  reveals  a  number  of  absences  at  irregular  periods. 
If  parents  fully  understood  the  serious  loss  these  absences 
caused,  I  am  convinced  that  the}'  would  be  much  fewer. 
Not  only  is  there  a  loss  to  the  pupils  involved,  but  the 
irregular  attendance  affects  the  advance  of  the  entire  class, 
thus  hindering  the  progress  of  those  who  attend  regularly. 
If  the  parents  will  co-operate  with  the  schools  by  seeing 
that  the  pupils  attend  regularly,  and  permit  absence  only 
for  real  cause,  a  marked  improvement  will  result. 

I  have  supplied  some  new  books  at  the  Mills,  and  the 
other  schools  should  have  new  readers  and  arithmetics. 
Books  have  been  too  few  in  number,  some  of  them  defaced 
and  soiled.  The  right  books,  sufficient  in  number  for  each 
pupil  to  have  a  book,  and  whole  and  clean  books,  are 
essential  to  good  school  work,  just  as  improved  and  un- 
broken tools  are  to  farm  or  mechanical  work.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS 

With  few  exceptions  the  pupils  of  our  schools  have 
made  very  good  progress  during  the  past  year,  although 
the  attendance  has  been  somewhat  irregular.  And  right 
here,  let  me  say  that  I  consider  regular  attendance  very 
essential  to  the  maintenance  of  good  schools. 

New  Readers  and  Arithmetics  have  been  introduced 
with  marked  success.  I  find  that  there  are  two  or  three 
kinds  of  Histories  being  used  in  our  schools,  and  that 
many  of  them  are  in  a  very  bad  condition.  I  should  rec- 
ommend the  introduction  of  new  Histories,  Spellers  and 
Physiologies  during  the  next  year. 

The  length  of  the  school  year  was  increased  to  twenty  - 
nine  weeks.  We  have  received  from  the  State  Equaliza- 
tion Fund  the  sum  of  $125,  $100  to  be  applied  to  the 
lengthening  of  the  school  year  and  $25  for  the  purchase  of 
charts  and  maps.  Maps  and  charts  are  a  great  help  to  our 
teachers,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  soon  all  our  schools 
may  be  well  supplied  with  them. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  year.
